The condition of wheat und rye In 
Kentm ky as n whole In very poor, and 
there are 13 per cent, fewer brood 
sows In the state than there were thlB 
time last year, according to the April 
crop and livestock report for Ken- 
tucky. Issued jointly at Frankfort aud 
Louisville by State Commissioner of 
Agriculture \V. C. Ilnnnn i<ii<I H, F. 
Bryant. Kentucky field agent of the 
1 'nlted States llv.reuu Ol I '">p Kstl- 
inates. Wlienl condition In I his state 
April 1 Is given as 82 cer CSftt, of nor- 
mal. compared to lOS per cent. Anrll 1. 
191ft. and an average condition of Hfi 
per cent. April 1 during the last ten 
years. Hye condition Is 71 this year 
compnroil to 100 Inst year and an aver- 
age condition of 8!> for the last ten 
years. 

The acreage or wheat and rye sowed 
In Kentucky Inst fall was very much 
reduced from previous years, especial- 
ly In Western Kentucky. This cut In 
acreage was followed by a rather un- 
favorable winter, resulting In consid- 
erable heaving and freezing out, or 
by failure to get a good stand because 
of late sowing. 

Farm Inbor is very scarce In nearly 
ull parts of the state, the poorer sec- 
tions and those most accessible to 
other Industrial being most affected. 
Farmors In this state as a whole re- 
port they have only 87 nor cent, as 
much Inbor as Inst year anil only VI 
per cent, of a normal supply. There is 
also some tendency to reduce produc- 
tion as compared to that of war time, 
farmer! reporting they need !>8 per 
cent, ns much labor as last year, 
"though they say their need for labor Is 
""Ptill one per cent, greater than in nor- 
mal years.

UNION CARPENTERS 
FAIL TO 60 TO WORK; 
MISUNDERSTANDING 

WNiindcrstanding of New \\ age Scale 
Halts Work of Many Inlon Cerpen- 
tent— Mcetlnir of I nlon To He 
Held This Kicning. 

The majority of the local union car- 
penters, although they showed up for 
work on the various Jobs they have un- 
derway, failed to go to work this 
morning because or what both union 
men and contractors call a "misunder- 
standing of the new wage scnlc " 

I'uion men this morning made It 
very plain that they ware not out on a 
strike as had been reporter! on the 
streets but all oxpressed confidence 
in a thorough understanding of mat- 
ters when the union hold a called 
meeting at union headquarters In the 
Masonic Temple this evening. 

The trouble seems to be over a gen- 
eral misunderstanding of the applica- 
tion of the new union wage scale 
which went Into efTect with the 
first of April. Beginning with the first 
of April, tho union cnrpenterB' wages, 
under the new scale, were advanced 
from 60 cents to 80 cents per hour. 
Last Saturday was the first pay day 
under the new scale and the carpen- 
ters eomplnln that some of them re- 
ceived 80 cents per hour and others 
received only 60 cents per hour. It de- 
vclopes that those workmen engaged 
on new contracts received the new and 
higher wage while those engaged on 
old work, under way at the time of the 
adoption of the new scale, were paid 
off at the old rate of 60 cents per hour. 

Contractors contend that the car- 
penters were to finish work under way 
at the time of adopting the new scale 
at the old rate while all new work 
was to be paid at the new rate. This 
seems to he the point where the un- 
ion men arc dissatlBfied but a meet- 
ing of the union has been called for 
tonight when the new wage agreement 
will be gone Into carefully and It is 
jjioiight thnt a satisfactory settlement 
of the differences can be reached with- 
out the necessity of enlllng an official 
strike of any nature. 

The union carpenters who are en- 
gaged on new worla>nnd who received 
So cents per hour for last week's work 
;iro at work aB usual today while none 
of the carpenters engaged on old work 
are working.

WELCH GETS LIFE FOR 
SALESMAN'S MURDER 

Payette County Farmer To .Spent Life 
In Prison For .Murder of 
Popular Salesman. 

I^xlngton. Ky.. April 12. — James 
Welch, was found to be guilty of hav- 
ing murdered J. S. Thomason, a travel- 
ing salesman and was sentenced to life 
Imprisonment by a Jury Sunday. 
- J. W. Beard, foreman of the Jury, 
read the report as follows: 

"We find the defendant, James 
Welch, to be guilty of the crime 
charged In the Indictment and sen- 
tence him to life imprisonment In the 
State Penitentiary." 

Welch remained composed when the 
verdict was read, showing no more 
emotion than when on trial. The ver- 
dict of life Imprisonment was reached 
by compromise, eight of the Jurrors on 
the first ballot having favored the 
death penalty. It 1b said: 

The decision of the Jury ends for 
this term of court tho trials In connec- 
tion with the shooting to death of 
Thomason on Main street Christmas 
Bve. 

Mrs. Thomason, alleged to have been 
Involved In a conspiracy with Welch 
to kill her husband and alleged to have 
m«de a previous attempt to poison her 
husband, will face the court on a 
rharge of conspiracy to murder at the 
July term, her trial having been post- 
poned by Judge Kerr. 

It was alleged In the testimony in 
tho Welch case, that Thomason was 
slain because he was a barrier to a 
love affair between Welch and Mrs. 
Thomason. This conspiracy evidence, 
however, was ruled out In Judge 
Kerr's charge.

Frankfort, Ky., April (i. — Accused of having sold two 
bottles of lemon extract that caused a man to become intoxi- 
cated, Mike Price and Silns Ford, grocers of this city, were 
arrested today on the charge of having violated the Federal 
prohibition law. The men say they had in stock but one car- 
ton of lemon extract ami did not know that the purcahser 
was buying it for drinking purpose". They will have their 
preliminary hearing Monday before Charles Wiard, Federal 
Court Commissioner. 

This news item, clipped from a Cincinnati newspaper, will be 
interesting reading to Maysville people. It is very interesting news 
lhat officials have begun to make Mrrests for the sale of lemon extract, 
witch-hazel and other intoxicants which have become substitutes lor 
whisky. 

The outcome of these Frankfort cases will be watched with much 
interest by local people who have become absolutely disgusted with 
the large number of drunken men to be seen on the streets of Mays 
ville. In most every instance these men confess, upon their arrest, 
that they were drunk on extract, witch-hazel or Jamaica ginger. 

If the state and Federal statutes are against the sale of "intoxi- 
cating beverages," I hen certainly, in Maysville at least, extracts, 
witch-hazel and Jimiaicn ginger have proven themselves "intoxicat- 
ing beverages" and the prohibition laws are being violated most every 
day. 

Some local merchants are most certainly selling these intoxicants 
carelessly. Every merchant knows that they are being used as sub- 
stitutes for whisky and they should be more than careful not to sell 
to persons they have reasons to believe are looking for an intoxicant. 
Upon the final outcome of these Frankfort cases, the whole state will 
n^w wait, and should these grocers be found guilty under the Federal 
statute, it is safe to predict wholesale arrests over Kentucky. 

SAVING HIS SOUL. 

A Chicago man sent three bullets into his son's body. The boy

The night the lad was shot he was with "his gang" when his 
father came along. 

"I was determined to make a final effort to reclaim my boy," the 
father said. "Then there was nothing else to do."

You can't let a boy in the city run the streets without his get- 
ling into contact with evil persons, young and old. You cannot count 
on much success if you begin reclaiming a boy after he becomes a 
member of "the gang." The time to start is before he gets acquaint- 
ed with the gangsters. Let him make his home a meeting place lor 
hi*, boy friends. And, father, don't be so busy with anything else 
ihat you can't be your boy's pal. If you are, and you're the right 
kind of a man, your sou will never need reclaiming. He'll never 
need a bullet to keep him out of the death-chair. 

Remember this-. If you don't pal with your aon, the corner gang 

will. 

And this: If they can't meet in his home, they will elsewhere.
